SUFFERER RVALIZES HIS PERIL. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 11, 8 a. m.— 
[Special.)—At this hour there is no change 
in the condition of General Harrison, either 
for the worse or for the better. He is still 
resting easy, with little pain, but rather a 
high fever. His temperature at midnight 
was 102%. A physician remains at the resi- 
dence to be in readiness should any unfavora- 
ble symptom be noticed in the condition of 


the patient. 


‘Indianapolis, Ind., March 11, 1 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Benjamin Harrison, former President 
of the United States, is believed to be 
in gtave danger of death. His condi- 
tion at this hour is most serious and 
yelatives and friends fear the end is near. 
Even the family physician, Dr. Henry Jame- 
son, admitted during the night that his pa- 
tient’s condition was alarming, although he 
jasisted there still was hope.

In the event that General Harrison's illness 
results fatally the physicians are confident 
that death is improbable within a few days, 
although the large physique and advanced 
age of the sick man are points against him 
in his struggle. The weather also is not fav- 
orable, the rain of yesterday and last night 
‘having a depressing influence on the sufferer. 

Since the serious nature of Genera! Harri- 
éon's sickness became apparent, telegrams 
of inguiry have been arriving from all parts 
of the country. Many messages have been 
received from Washington, where the former 
President has numerous warm friends. 


Heart May Be Affected.

Bird Wrongly Convicted 
of Killing John 
Junker, 


SERVING TERM IN PRISON. 


Boy Says He and William Stag- 
man Did the Crime Two 
Years Ago in Union 
Avenue Grocery. 


CONSCIENCE TROUBLES HIM. 


~ John Bird, who has been two years at Joliet 
for the murder of John Junker, is innocent, 
according to James Keleher, who told In- 
spector Hunt yesterday that he was the ac- 
complice of William Stagman, who commit- 
ted the crime. Stagman is now a prisoner 
at Omaha. Keleher was locked up until the 
police can investigate his story, which, if 
true, will liberate an innocent man, who is 
serving a fourteen-year sentence. 

Keleher told a straightforward story, 
which impressed the Police Inspector. Pangs 
of consciencé, he said, forced him to tell his 
secret, though he appreciated what the re- 
sult might be. ; 


Keleher Tells Bird’s Brother. 


The arrest was brought about through a 
statement made to the police by William 
Bird, a brother of the man who was con- 
victed of the murder. It is over two years 
since Junker was killed in his grocery at 
Fifty-first street and Union avenue, and 
Keleher, who is 19 years old, says his knowl- 
edge of the shooting weighed on his mind. 
He remained silent as long as his conscience 
would allow him, and then went to the con- 
victed man’s brother recently and related all 
the details. He said Stagman was guilty of 
the murder and that he himself had taken 
part in the plans leading up to the shooting. 

Bird had always believed his brother's 
protestations of innocence and he grasped at 
this last straw of saving the prisoner. As 
soon as he had secured a complete statement 
from Keleher he went to Inspector Hunt and 
told what he had heard, The police official 
was inclined to doubt the story at first, but 
decided to question Keleher personally. Yes- 
terday afternoon the arrest was made by 
Policeman Edward O'Connor of the Engle- 
wood Station. Keleher was found in his 
room at Twenty-ninth and State streets, and 
willingly surrendered himself to the police- 
man, The young prisoner was taken at 
ance to Inspector Hunt's office, and without 
hesitation. told. his story, corroborating in 
every.detail the statement made by. the een- - 
vict’s brother. 


Killed During Attempt to Rob. 

Junker was shot while in his grocery. A 
crowd had been attending the wake of a man 
of the name of Poyns, who lived in the 
neighborhood of Junker’s placese Poyns is 
said to have been an ex-criminal, and the 
men who crowded around his coffin were 
partly of the same class. Keleher says that 
Stagman, whom he knew slightly, talked to 
him confidentially and said he could lead him 
to a place where he could get ‘* easy money.”’ 
Keleher was ready for this, and says he fol- 
lowed Stagman to Junker’s store without 
knowing what his companion’s plans sere. 
The grocery had just opened for the day, and 
Keleher was sent in with five cents to pur- 
chase a loaf of bread. He says that while he 
was making this purchase Stagman entered 
quietly and attacked Junker from behind. 
A struggle ensued and when Junker ap- 
peared to be holding his own, according to 
the story of Keleher, Stagman fired three 
shots, all taking effect. The alleged mur- 
derer went to Omaha the next day and was 
never suspected of the crime. 


Hard Fight Against Conviction. 

Following the shooting, the police madea 
careful search for clews, and arrested, as 
they supposed, all the men who had been 
present at the Poyns wake. When they had 
gathered all the information they could the 
blame for the shooting was fixed on Bird. 
The latter denied all knowledge of the shoot- 
ing. He was indicted, and, after a hard- 
fought trial, was convicted of the crime. He 
went to Joliet on a sentence of fourteen years, 
protesting his innocence to the last. 

Inspector Hunt thought the ae told by 
Keleher might have been arrafiged to secure 
a respite for Bird, but he-was impressed by 
Keleher’s earnestness, and will refer the 
matter to the State’s Attorney.

HADLEY SAYS TRUSTS MAY OVER- 
THROW REPUBLIC. . 


Yale President Declares Emperor Will 
Rule in Washington Inside of Twen- 
ty-five Years Uniess Public Senti- 
ment Is Created Which Will Regu- 
late Combinations of Capital—Makes 
Statements Before Congregation of 
Old South Church, Boston. 


Boston, Mass., March 10.—[Special.]—“* We 
shall have an Emperor in Washington within 
twenty-five years unless we can create a 
public sentiment which, regardless of legis- 
lation, will regulate the trusts.” 

With that sentiment President HaMey of 
Yale University last night startled a congre- 
gation largely made up of the richest church 
society in New England at the Old South 
Church. 

President Hadley delivered the third tn a 
course of Lenten addresses in the Old South 
Church by college Presidents, and his topic 


science.” 
Political Morals Are Low. 


He said in part: 

“How do things stand as regards the need 
of a public conscience tn this country today? 
The American standard of personal morality 
is, on the whole, high as compared with other 
nations and other ages. We have developed 
personal virtues through individual con- 
science very well. But our actions in politics 
and in a social and business sense prove our 
mora! standards in those directions desper- 
ately low. 

“There is an appalling contrast between 
our methods of dealing with each other as 
individuals and -the low standard observed 
in dealings between different parts of the 
whole organization of society. — 

** Competition. used to prevent a man from 
practicing great extortion upon his neigh- 
bors, even if he wanted to, and in politics we 
|} once had at least a rough form of relative 
justice. But today, with our industries or- 
ganized into trusts and the imperialistic 
spirit developing in politics, the general de- 
velopment of the principle of trusteeship will 
become appalling unless we cultivate a 
higher standard of morality than ever before. 

“ Legislation will never protect us from the 
evils of trusts, of deteriorated politics. The 
essence of a trust is that you must trust the 
head of it to exercise his power wisely or to 
abuse it, according to the kind of conscience 
he possesses. 

“Trusts have got to be regulated by pub- 
lic sentiment, and that public sentiment is not 
merely the opinion of any particular part of 
the whole people, but is a readiness to ac- 
cept, in behalf of the community, restric- 
tions independent of the question whether 
you or I shall be personally harmed by those 
restrictions. 


Emperor in Twenty-five Years. 


“ You say the community will not be gov- 
erned by this principle. We must expect that 
the community will, however, for the alter- 
native is an Emperor in Washington within 
twenty-five years. Public affairs can no 
longer be played as a game, but must be 
directed by an intelligent and active public 
conscience. Individual effort jis helpless and 
hopeless.

‘* The church has the sympathy of the best 
men, and must proceed to make Christianity 
and Protestantism synonymous, and both 
synonymous of the world’s progress.

REMAINS ON STRUCTURE

Harry Pinkham Defies Laborers Hired 
to Destroy “ Hog Run” at Stock- 
Yards, and Finally Jumps to Safety. 


Harry Pinkham, engineer for tha, packing 
| firm of Roberts & Oake at the Stock- Yards, 
defied a hundred laborers yesterday morning 
who were in the act of pulling down a “* hog 
run” on which he was standing, forty feet 
above the ground. 

Many of the men dropped the rope when ke 
+ shouted to them, but the foreman ordered 
them to pull, and they obeyed his. command. 
Pinkham maintained his position until the 
structure began to tremble. He then leaped 
to a building fifteen feet distant and escaped 
unhurt. 

The controversy which led to Pinkham’s 
daring act and the partial destruction of the 
“hog run” concerns the firms of Roberts 
& Oake and Darling & Co., manufacturers of 
fertilizers. The former firm bought the west 
half of a block in the packing district some 
years ago, along with the buildings that were 
on it and the “ hog run” which connected 
the property with the main “runs” in the 
yards. This “ hog run ”’ crosses the east half 
of the block which was recently bought by 
Darling & Co., who decided to destroy that 
portion of the structure crossing their 


property. 
“BLOODY RAIN” ITALY. 
Peculiar Atmospheric Disturbance 


Arouses Many Superstitious Proph- 
ecies of Disaster.

ROME, March 10.—The phenomenon known 
as a “bloody rain” occured today in Sicily 
and southern and central Italy. It was ac- 
companied by a violent sirocco which brought 
across the Mediterranean showers of dust 
from the Desert of Sahara. The atmosphere 
in Rome was suffocating and the city was 
covered with whirling clouds of sand. 

A Fata Morgana was seen. In Naples the 
ignorant people were alarmed by the lurid 
sky and bloodlike rain, and rushed to the 
churches. The wind felt like air from a fur- 
nace. As the sun was setting the reddened

portends an earthquake. Mount Vesuvius is 
invisible from Naples owing to the dense 
reddish and yellowish clouds.

FINDS WORK BY PRAYER 


FORMER CHARACTER ON LEVEE 
TELLS HOW HE GOT A PLACE. 


Charles Lowell, Dive Bartender, Opium 
Fiend, Drunkard, and Gambler, 
Drifts into Dr. Brushingham’s 
Church and Hears a Sermon That 
Brings Reformation — Later He 
Makes Supplication and the Em- 
ployment He Seeks Is Provided. 


Prayer found a position for Charles Lowell, 
by Is own confession a reformed opium 
fiend, drunkard, gambler, confidence man, 
and victim of the cigaret habit, according to 
the story told by him yesterday. ,.Now he is 
the protégé of the Rev. J. P. Brushingham, 
D. D., of the First Methodist Episcopsl 
Church, Converted by Dr. Brushingham 
over a year ago, Lowell gave up his work as 
bartender in a ‘‘ levee!’ saloon and: beekme 
an.elevator man. In the elevator he camein 
contact with the fumes of cigaret smoke, now 
distasteful to him. The smoke brought on 
an affection of the lungs, and Lowell was 
forced to seek another position. 

For three months Lowell sought in vain 
for steady employment, earning enough by 
edd work to keep alive, until one day tn-a 
fit of despair he dropped upon his knees and 
prayed fervently for steady work. Within 
fifteen minutes he had attained his desire. 

Lowell is now working for H. Woods, a 
commission merchant at 127 South Water 
street, in the daytime and spends his leisure 
hours in missionary work among his former 
companions. 

Lowell’s unique experience came to public 
notice yesterday morning, when Dr. Brush- 
ingham in a sermon referred anonymously 
to the incident. Asked after the sermon 
who the young man was, the pastor walked 
to the Sunday school and called out Lowell, 
who told his story. : 


Death Followed by Despair. 

Lowell, who was born in Milwaukee, was 
married when 21 years old. His wife and 
only child died three years later, and 
Lowell's downfall was rapid. Unable to se- 
cure employment in Milwaukee, he enlisted 
as a private at the opening of the Spanish 
war and served until October, 1898, when, 
on the mustering out of his regiment, the 
First Wisconsin, he came to Chicago and 
struck the downward path.. 

One Sunday in December Lowell wan- 
dered into the First Methodist Church, still 
half-unconscious from opium. He lurched 
into one of the forward chairs just as Dr. 

The words 
of the speaker made no impression on the 
former soldier until he spoke of parental joys 
and told of the light brought into the world 
by children. Lowell then began to listen 
intently, and at the close of the services 
approached Dr. Brushingham and told his 
story. The clergyman’s sympathies were 
aroused, and before Lowell left the church 
he had promised to become a new man. 

True to his resolutions, drink was eschewed 
and oplum was shunned. He gave up 
gambling, stopped smoking cigarets, and 
even relinquished his position as bartender. 
First Wisconsin, he came to Chicago.

“T’ve a mind to,”’ said the merchant. “I 
don’t realy need a man, but you are so will- 
ing I guess I'll put you to work.” 

And Lowell has been at work ever since.

CHICAGO UNIVERSITY MAN GOING 
WITH BALDWIN. 


Ernest De Koven Leffingwell, Son of 
Rector’ at Knuoxville, Il., to Be 
Geodetist of Expedition — Doing 
Graduate Work in Department of 
Physics and Known in Athletics as 
Sprinter and Discus Thrower—Ap- 
pointment Considered a Certainty. 


Ernest De Koven Leffingwell, a University 
of Chicago student and athlete,. will accom- 
pany the Baldwin-Zeigler expedition to the 
arctic region, He will be the geodetist of the 
party, and is now in Washington making final 
arrangements. 

Mr. Leffingwell has been a graduate student 
in the department of physics at the uni- 
versity for the last two years and has been 
prominent in athletics as a sprinter and discus 
thrower. Last spring he wen. the: 100-yard 
dash in the dual méet with Illinois, making 
the distance in ten seconds. He also won the 
discus throw. In 1897 he played .on the uni- 
versity football team. He is also a leader in 
the social activities of the school, a member 
of the Mandolin club and of the Psi Upsilon 
traternity. 

Last summer, when Lieutenant Evelyn 
Baldwin, the commander of the expedition, 
was in Chicago, Leffingwell made application 
for a place in the scientific corps. His appli- 
cation was indorsed by Professor A. A. Mich- 
elson and Professor Samuel W. Stratton of 
the department of physics. He was assured 
that his chances would be good if he could 
demonstrate his ability to handle geodetic 
instruments. This he did, and his appoint- 
ment, although not formally announced, is a 
practical certainty. 

Leffingwell is the son of the rector of St. 
Mary’s Academy, Knoxville, lll. He gradu- 
ated from Trinity College in 1896 and then 
entered the graduate school at the University 
of Chicago. He is six feet tall and strongly 
Luilt and has developed his physique by years 
of athletictraining. He is fond of outdoor life 
and has roughed it may times on long hunting 
expeditions in Canada, Arizona, and Cah- 
fornia. At the outbreak of the Spanish war 
he joined the Illinois Naval Reserve and was 
assigned to duty on the Oregon. During the 
battle cf Santiago he was stationed in the 
forward turret in charge of one of the guns.

wires which had been made heavy by the 
rain and freeze which followed it went to 
the ground yesterday morning. The sleet, 
Tain, and wind storm raged along the Illinois 
and Wisconsin shores of Lake Michigan, and 
Chicggo.. suffered’ alongwith the mailer 

Dispatchers of half a domen ratfiroaés 
found themselves without méans of comin 
munication beyond a Mmited area, making 
even telegraphic dispatching of trains im- 
possible. Telephone operators in Chicago 
and neighboring towns sat silently at their 
desks awaiting calls that failed to come. 
At the headquarters of the Chicago Fire de- 
partment, which was cut off from many of 
the alarm boxes, ft was realized that parts 
of the city were at the mercy of incendiartes 
and broken electric light wires. Police oper~ 
ators waited without result for the reports 
of absent patrolmen, nearly every line in the 
city being out of service through brokem 


wires.

All Travel Delayed. 
In addition to delays and hazardous oper 
atiom of steam railroads, the Chicago éle- 
vated and surface lineswunet with exasperat- 
ing delays. Home-going night workers 
were the chief victims of the more or less 
protracted delays on the various intramural 
roads. 
In only a few cases could more than a gen- 
eral estimate be given of the damage done by 
the storm. The city suffered to the extent 
of $10,000, while the Chicago Telephone com-_ 
many placed its damage at twice that amount. 
At an early hour this morning the drizzling 
rain that followed the heavy precipitation 
turned into snow, with the prediction of the 
Weather bureau that before the day hag 
closed the weather will be more settled, 


Storm Comes with Rush. 

The storm began about 2 a. m. in a gentie 
patter of rain drops. The wind sprang Up, 
the atmosphere grew chill, and the fain 
drops began to congeal. The wind increased 
to a gale, and presently the crash of tels- 
graph poles and the swish of. falling -wires 
was heard. Hundreds of poles fell through- 
out the city, carrying other wires and objects 
to the ground, | 

On the north lake front storm doors were 
blown open and windows broken. Lincaln 
Park was badly demaged. Limbs were 
stripped from the trees and hurled along tho 
ground. Wherever a space free of large 
buildings was found the wind razed practi- 
cally everything in {ts path. 

Although the storm occurred at an early 
hour, when there were few people abroad, 
many had narrow escapes from falling poles 
or in live wires. 

Frederick Taske of 600 West Fifty-ninth 
street picked up what he supposed was a 
dead wire at a foundry in which he was em- 
ployed at Fifty-ninth and Wallace streets, 
The wire, which was alive, doubled Taske on 
the ground, fracturing his skull as he fell 
among someiron. He was taken to the Engle- © 
wood Union Hospital, where his death is ex- 


pected. 
Havoc by Wind and Sleet. 

Elevated railway lines were delayed be- 
cause of broken connections or the sleet on 
the rails. Surface street car lines went out 
of service on Cottage Grove avenue, West 
Chicago avenue, and on the extreme North 
Side. Steam lines, almost without exception, 
were compelled to depend on their sched- 
ules, because of broken telegraph connec- 
tions. 

The Chicago Telephoné company was the 
heaviest loser by the storm, all of its sub- 
urban lines being put out of service. 

The Western Union and Postal Telegrapm 
companies felt the blight ef the storm 
miles of their wires going down. 

The Postal company was compelled, by @ 
fire, to transfer its employés in the main 
office in the Stock Exchange to the Stock 
Yards office. | 

Electric light wires went down with « 
crash, and the northern part of the city Was 
left in darkness. 

Boats were blown out Into the lake by the 
gale, only the opposite dock saving threes 
from destruction in Calumet Harbor, in 
South Chicago. Two boats belonging to the 
Naval Reserves were crushed to pieces at the 
boathouse at the foot of Randolph street, 

A broken electric light wire set fire to the 
Twelfth street bridge at Clark street, and its 
destruction was narrowly avoided.

@ height of thirty-eight feet two inches at

Fire started in the residence of Ernest 
Mayo, Greenwood street and Maple avenue, 
at 5 o'clock yestérday afternoon, and owing 
to the fact that the fire alarm system was 
even then out of order it was more than half 
an hour later that the department was noti- 
fied. The loss on the building and furniture 
amounted to $1,500.

Worst Storm of Recent Years. 


“It was a tremendous wind, and undoubt- 
edly the strongest of recent years,”’ declared 
General Manager A. 8. Hibbard of the Chi- 
cage Telephone company, “‘ and in exposed 
places nothing seemed able to withstand its 
violence. Strong, new poles, just erected, 
were swept before it, although this probably 


formed on the tops of the poles. 

“There were reports of breakage on every 
exposed line, and for a time it seerfed that we 
should be cut off from connection with our 
toll lines. In North Clark and South Halsted 
streets, and Cottage Grove avenue, three 
outlying sections of the town, the reports of 
poles blown down arrived almost simultane- 
ously.

| Says “ Boil the Water.” 

A résult of the storm that cannot be fig- 
ured in dollars and cénts is the contamina- 
tion of the city’s water supply, which ts 
voiced in the warning of the Health depari- 
ment against the use of hydrant water for 
Grinking purposes. Health Commissioner 
Reynolds said last night: 

“* Much sickness and not a few deaths from 
typhoid fever and other intestinal diseases 
which will otherwise be caused by this con- 
tamination may be prevented by taking the 
simple precaution to boil or thoroughly filter 
all water inten for drinking purposes. 

“ This ise lally important for the young 
and the non-immune—those who have not 
gtown up in the use of our lake water.”’ 


Race for Their Positions. 


As a feature of the storm J. Gassner, F. 
Kopp, and J. Targeson, 67, 69, and 58 Ma-. 
rengo street, Harlem, employés of the Sub- 
urban Street railway company, made a fast 
drive of three miles in a closed carriage to 
save their positions. The men had to go to 
the Madison and Fortieth avenue barns from 
their homes in Harlem.

STORM SWEEPS CENTRAL WEST. 


Wind, Rain, and Hail Scourge States 
from Lakes to Gulf, Killing 
Many People. 


Wind, laden with hail, sleet, and snow, 
‘swept the central western States from the 
lakes to the gulf on Saturday night and 
yesterday morning. Through the lake 
States the hurricane reached its height just 
before dawn yesterday, while Texas, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, and other more Western 
States felt the fury of the wind on Saturday 
evening. 

Telegraph and telephone service from 
Lake Superior to the gulf was crippled. Illi- 
nois was pelted with rain, borne along by a 
southeast gale. Michigan cities suffered 
heavy damage. the hurricane carrying away 
steet laden wires. In St. Joseph, Battle 
Creek, Detroit, Three Rivers, Ionia, and 
Kalamazoo the street car, telephone, and 
telegraph service was crippled or suspended. 

The tornado, accompanied by heavy rain, 
which struck WHl’s Point, Tex., and killed 
eight persons, scourged the State to the Ar- 
kansas line, inflicting heavy property losses. 
Property wae damaged, trains delayed, and 
communication interrupted in Arkansas, 
Missouri, Iowa, and Kansas. 

Wisconsin and Minnesota suffered severely 
by the storm and property losses and in- 
juries to citizens are reported from Ken- 
tucky, Indiana, and Ohio. | 

Three persons were killed by the storm in 
Greene County, Ark., and much property was: 
damaged. Three persons were killed at Rock- 
hill and one at Jackson Commissary. — | 


Cloudburst at Owensboro. 
Owensboro, Ky., March 10.—A cloudburst 
did great damage here last night. A sewer 
well burst and a torrent of water poured into 
the opening. The streets were torn up for 
some- distance to a depth of twenty-five feet. 
A Water main was undermined and broke. 
Davies and Main streets are undermined for 
hundreds of feet, leaving a cavern through 
which swept a stream of water. Portions of 
the streets caved in today. Anderson's de- 
partment store has bcen undermined and is 
in great danger. The stock was moved today. 
The street caved in within four feet of Temple 
Theater, and that building is also in danger. 
The electric light and telephone poles were 
ewept into the big hoie. 

‘The gas main in Main street parted and the 
gas was shut off at the plant, leaving the 
city in total darkness. The morning papers 
had to postpone issue fcr lack of power and 
hight. The water had to be turned off in a 
large part of the city to check the broken 
main. The street railway track was under- 
mined and that system is closed down. 
Cellars were filled all over the city with two 
feet of water, and gutter bridges were swept 
away. Thé streets had the appearance of

NILES NATIONAL DECLARED SOL- 
VENT, MANAGER DERANGED. 


Mra. C. A. Johnson Returns to Michigan 
Town from Chicago, Saying She 
Left Husband in Care of Brother— 
Officials Say Funds Are Intact and 
Worry Was Too Much for Absent 
Man—Talk of a Scheme of Enemies 
to Close the Doors. | 


Niles, Mich., March 10.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Charles A. Johnson returned from Chicago 
today. She has talked with no one except 
W. W. Stevens, the son-in-law of Bank Pres- 
ident W. K. Lacy. Mr. Stevens, who is a 
director and one of the heaviest stockholders 
in the suspended First National Bank, said 
that Chayles A. Johnson, the missing cash- 
ler of the First National Bank here, is in 
Chicago, in the care of one of his brothers, 
and that he is deranged. Johnson went to 
Chicago directly after the bank closed to 
secure funds, but broke down under the 
strain. It is said that the bank directors 
feared such a result, but didnot like to de- 
pose the man who made the bank one of the 
best-paying institutions in southwestern 
Michigan. 

On Friday, just as the bank closed, $125,000 
arrived from Chicago and was delivered at 
the bank by the American Express company. 
President Lacy says that an examination 
shows that every cent of this money is in- 
tact, as is every dollar of the bank’s funds. 
Mr. Stevens says that, fearing that Johnson 
was not himself, the directors notified the 
Chicago police, and that Inspector Hunt, 
who is acquainted with Johnson, was at the 
train arrived. Johnson was 
. owed and finally placed in charg 
of his brothers. 

Tontght the directors, through ¥, - 
ens, declare that the 
perfect condition. They Say that when Mr. 
Johnson left for Chicago he took with him 
securities on which to raise sufficient mon- 
ey to resume business. These securities are 
safe. Evidence is coming to light which 
points to a scheme of enemies to close the 
First National. Ill feeling was engendered 
toward the First National when the Citizens’ 
Bank went under here two years ago. Some 
friends of the Citizens’ denounced the First 
National for refusing to go to the rescue 
of the other bank. The First National could 
not.do this because Johneon expected a run 
on the First National. No sooner had the 
First National closed ite doors on Friday 
than a movement was at once set on foot 
mysteriously to start another bank. 

Inspector Hunt said last night that he had 
been notified that Cashier Johnson was 
coming to Chicago and had sent a detective 
to the train to meet him. The cashier was 
not found and the police took no further ac- 
tion in the case.

Anton Karnak of 833 West Twelfth atreet 
attended the union rattan workers’ mas- 
querade bal! at Twelfth street and Oakley 
avenue on Saturday night in the costume of a 
cowboy. After leaving the hall yesterday 
morning Karnak walked east in Twelfth 
street in his costume, and at Leavitt street 
Policemen Buckley and Morrissey saw him 
meet and strike Fred Price, 443 Robey street, 
knocking him into the middle of the street.

WOMAN COMPLAINING OF

Mrs. Julius Plusenski, Ejected from 
House at 267 Hervey Street, Locked 


Up for Resisting. 


Mrs. Julius Plusenski is trying to find the 
police station in which she claims she was 
left locked up for two weeks. The woman 
saye she was ejected from a house which 
she had bought and that when she offered 
resistance to the constables who were re- 
moving her effects they took her to a police 
station. where she was held. When she was 
released last Saturdaay she asked, she says, 
what station she was leaving, and was told 
,that it was the Desplaines Street Station. 

At the Desplaines Street Station the officers 
say that the woman was not locked up there.

The highest estimate that 
I can place on it is 850. I do not believe that 
the constables used any more force than 
was consistent with their duty.”’

Under 
City Marshal Neil Patterson's stringent en- 
forcement of the old Indiana blue laws, no 
citizent was allowed to forget the day.

Pleasure Seekers Leave Town. 


The effect of the blue law Sunday was to 
drive the pleasure seeking population to 
Hammond, Whiting, South Chicago, and 
other towns where hilarity reigned through- 
out the day. 

Mayor William F. Hale deplored the ex- 
penditure of East Chicago money in other 
towns, and declared a blue law town out of 
date. He says he will bring the reformers 
and the reformed together in the Council 
chamber this week, and let them fight it out 
.to a decision. 

The law resurrected for this occasion is 
the following section of the Indiana revised 
statutes: 


Sabbath Breaking: Whoever, being over 14 years 
of age, is found on the first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday, rioting, hunting, fishing, 
quarreling, at common labor, or engaged in his 
usual avocation (works of charity and necessity 
excepted), shall be fined in any sum not more 
than $10 nor less than $1; but nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to affect such as con- 
scientiously observe the seventh day of the week 
as the Sabbath, travelers, families removing, keep- 
ers of toll bridges toll gates and ferrymen, acting as 


such. 

The clause concerning the observance of 
the seventh day of the week was declared 
uneonstitutional by the Supreme Court as 


class legislation. 


Agitation Begun Two Weeks Ago. 

The agitation against the thirty-three sa- 
loons of Bast Chicago commenced two weeks 
ago, when the Rev. W. F. Hovis of the Meth- 
odtst and the Rev. O. L. Kiplinger of the 
Congregational Church preached simulta- 
neous sermons on Sunday closing, using the 
State statutes in place of Bibles, and the Sab- 
bath-breaking article as texts. The East Chi- 
cago Citizens’ league was then formed, with 
J. Hi Black, superintendent of the Conti- 
nental Chain company, as President. A pe- 
tion alming at the closing of the saloons was 
presented to the Council, and the order 
passed in compliance with it on last Thurs- 
day night. The wording was diplomatic. It 
did not mention saloons directly, but simply 
instructed the marshal to enforce all good 
laws. It also directed that the marshal and 
his deputies should not lounge in saloons. 
Marshal Patterson decided that the safest 
course was to steer clear of any discrimina- 
tion, and so he ordered all business sus- 
pended. 

Mayor Hale has been keeping strictly in the 
background. He is in the ice business, and 
his largest patrons are the thirty-three sa- 
loons. He is now harvesting his ice crop. 

‘** And he’s right,”’ said Marshal Patterson. 
‘* How would you like to be the ice man?’ 

As for the marshal, he has no side business. 
He weighs 250 pounds, and has beenin the 
office twelve years. He was up at dawn yes- 
terday, and, though compelled to walk with 
erutches on account of a broken leg, he in- 
spected every place of business and saw that 
the door was locked. 


Rolling Mill Employes Annoyed. 


The empWyés of the Republic and Emlyn 
Rolling Mille had participated in a $50,000 
pay roll the day before, and hundreds of 
throats were parched with a propoftionate 
thirst. Many of the ironworkers gathered 
in knots in the streets, glowered at the closed 
saloon doors, and then crowded into the elec- 
tric cars and went to Hammond. M. H. sii- 
verman and Samuel Cohan have called a 
meeting of the saloon men, and the plan {is to 
submit to the closing order till the commu- 
nity is sick of it and ready to relax vigilance.

THREE TALKS BY MAYOR

When Judge Hanecy appeared at breakfast 
he was soon reminded of the fact that he 
Was a candidate for office. He was called to 
the telephone a number of times before he 
had completed his meal. Then he attempt- 
ed to read the morning papers, but the tele- 
phone kept up its incessant jingle. 

Despairing of securing any rest at home, 
Judge Hanecy ordered his favorite riding 
horse saddled and started for the South Side 
parks between rain showers. He was stopped 
before he had gone a block by neighbors 
who were anxious to assure him of their 
friendship and support. Only when he 
reached Washington Park did he make any 
progress, and then he was stopped by a few 
friends who were out for a morning drive. 

On his return trip north on Grand boule- 
vard the candidate was hailed by a pedes- 
trian, who was crossing the boulevard at 
Forty-third street. Judge Hanecy did not 
know the man, but he reined in his horse and 
stopped.

TO OPEN THE REGISTRY BOOKS. 


‘Tomorrow the One Day in Which Errors 
May Be Corrected by 
Voters. 


Tomorrow, March 12, is the only day of 
registration for the city election. The voter 
whose name is not now on the registry books 
must get it on during tomorrow if he expects 
to vote for Mayor and Aldermen on April 2. 
This is an intermediate rather than an origi- 
nal registration, and the names of citizens 
who voted last fall and have not moved 
since are all supposed to be on the registry 
books in their proper precincts. 

The trouble is, however, that this is only 
a supposition. While the great majority of 
voters undoubtedly are’ properly recorded, 
yet probably there are many whose 
names either are missing or in the wrong 
precincts. Unless these mistakes are rec- 
tified the voters in question will be disfran- 
chised on election day. 

This condition of things grows out of the 
fact that on account of the recent division 
of the city into new wards it was necessary 
to open an entire new set of registry books, 
into which were not only copied all the names 
from the of& books, but they had to be 
arranged according to the new precincts, 
made necessary by the redistricting of the 
city. 

That mistakes have been made was shown 
on primary day in the Twenty-fifth Ward, 
where in one precinct an entire block had 
been omitted and none of the names of the 
residents were on the new registry books. 
The only way mistakes of this kind can be 
guarded against will be for every voter to go 
to the polling-places tomorrow and see to 
it personally that his name has been properly 
transferred to the new books. If it has 
not then he can easily have it placed on the 
books. 

The voter who w&s not registered last 
fall or who has moved into another precinct 
since the election must register as if it were 
an entirely new registration.

LABOR DELEGATES FIGHT PLAN. 


Building Material Trades Council Op- 
poses American Federation’s Scheme 
for Amalgamation. 


The Chicago Building Material Trades 
council at its meeting yesterday indorsed the 
attitude of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
in its opposition to the proposed amalgama- 
tion plan of the American Federation of 
Labor, as enunciated at the Louisville con- 
vention. After a warm and prolonged dis- 
cussion a motion was adopted, instructing 
the officers of the council to communicate 
with the Executive board of the American 
Federation of Labor, and enter a vigorous 
protest against any attempt to carry out 
the proposed program, and urging the board 
to postpone action in the matter until after

The action of the Building Material Trades 
council indicates the widespread opposition 
in labor ranks against the new plan of the 
American Federation of Labor, and will 
doubtless encourage the Chicago Federation 
of Labor to hold to its position in the mat- 
ter. The latter organization was given until 
June 1 by the Louisville convention to expel 
those organizations which are not affiliated 
with international organizations having 
membership in the American Federation of 
Labor, and in the event of its failure to do 
as ordered, its charter is to be taken away. 


BAND BALKS AT CHINESE MUSIC. 


University Musicians Try in Vain to 
Learn Celestial Airs to Welcome 
Minister Wu Ting Fang. 


The University of Chicago ts having trou- 
ble in learing Chinese music with which 
to welcome Minister Wu Ting Fang when 
he visits the university next week.

Contractors Say Peirce Can 
Finish His Task by Jan. 1, 
with Rush Work. 


CHARGES OF GAIN DENIED 


Treasury Officials Say There Is 
No Profit in Changes and. - 
Delays. 


CITY FORBID THE MONOLITHS: 


In spite of the aggravatingly slow progress 
made on Chicago's new postoffice experienced 
contractors declare that with rush work the 
building could be completed, so far as the 
John Peirce contract ts concerned, by Jan, 1, 


1902, the: prescribed limit. 

_Henry Ives Cobb, the supervising architect, 
who left Washington yesterday for Toronto, 
declared recently in this city that work would 
be hastened and an army of men employed 
during the summer, so that the limitation 
could be met. Should Peirce fail to have hig 
work finished by Jan. 1 next he will be Habis 
to a forfeit of $250 a day until it is done To 
guarantee the completion the government 
holds a lease on the Mount Waldo quarry, 
from which the stone for the building was to 
be taken. This will enable the government 
representatives to hold the quarry until all 
the stone necessary for the building has been 
taken out. 

In spite of assertions that the work can be 
finished in time, Chicago people, especially 
property-owners, are exceedingly restless 
under present conditions. The men who own 
buildings around the postoffice square are 
ciscussing a plan to supplement the petition 
recently sent to Secretary Gage asking for 
speed with action by a mass-meeting eme 
phasizing the demand. 

Stories of Gain to Contractor. 

In connection with the Peirce contract there 
are many stories’ going about, owing to @ 
revived attack on the government officials 
because of slow work. One of these is that 
Contractor Peirce is reaping a benefit 
amounting to $389,900 from aiterations im 
the specifications governing the material and 
the cost of its preparation. itis urged again 
that he has evaded the. scale of prices for 
labor, thereby saving $120,000; that the spe- 
cifications have been altered, eliminating 
sixteen monolithic columns to support the 
dome; that for monolithic columns in the 
facades seven-section columns will be sub- 
stituted, while pilasters and capitals are 
being cut In two pieces instead of one, and 
that the contractor will save $85,000 by using 
the square for preparatory work, instead of 
having the preliminary work of constructiog 
done elsewhere, as provided. A saving of 
$70,000 is alleged in the cutting of stone, It 
is charged further that instead of using 
Mount Waldo stone as provided in the con- 
tract Hallowell granite is being used. This 
is denied by Government Inspector Leo Can- 
man, who says the stone used Is “ accordingy 
to specifications.” 


Charges Denied at Washington. 


When his attention was called.to these 
allegations by the Washington correspond- 
ent of THE TRIBUNE, Secretary Gage em- 
phatically denied having favored Com- 
tractor Peirce in any way. 

“That stery is more specific phan is - 
erally the case with stories of tha ac 
ter,” said the Secretary, “‘ but it is abso- 
lutely without foundation. I have not tite 
time nor the inclination to deny or explain 
it. It is unworthy of notice.” | 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Taylor, 
who has supervisory pewers over the Chie « 
cago building, and is familiar with all the 
details, acknowledges that Contractor Peirce 
had made two requests for an extension of 
time, but it had been denied him. In com- 
menting upon the charge that changes ip 
specifications had been granted, Mr, Taylor 
said: 

“There has been practically no changes 
since the contract was let, and the work has 
not been simplified or cheapened. As to MF. 
Peirce saving $120,000 through an evasion 
of the Chicago wage scale, that is a matter 
with which the government has nothing to 
do. A contract for constructing the building 
was made with Mr. Peirce, and he can pay 
any rate. The only thing the government 
has to do is to see that the work is done as 
called for by the contract... Every inch of 
material which hag been put into the strud- 
ture has been inspected and was found to 
be up to the standard before it was paid for, 


Monoliths Forbidden by City. 

“‘In regard to the alleged profit of $80,000 
made by the change in the sixteen monoliths, 
I will say that originally those columns 
were to be in one piece, but a notice was 
served on the government by the authorti- 
ties of Chicago that the contractor would 
not be permitted to hau] those. columns 
through the streets on account of the dam- 
age it was feared would be done to the sew= 
ers and buildings. The only solution wag 
to have the columns shipped in sections, 
This was decided on, and as a result of the 
change the columns cost the govgrnmens 
$37,000 less. The difference in the cost @i@ 
not go into the pocket of Mr. Peirce, bus 
into the Treasury of the United States, 

“T never heard of the item of $70,000 al- 
leged to have been taken from the govern~- 
ment on account of a change in the finish 
of the building from ten and eight cut pat- 
ent to fine point finish. But I do know that 
outside of the changes I speak of none hag 
made. 

“TI have never heard of a change in-the 
capitals, nor do I know anything about the 
saving of $85,000 growing out of the provid= 
ing of facilities for construction. 

“ As to the charge that Mr. Peirce is using 
an office on the government site at Chicago 
to perfect plans for the new Frick bullding 
at Pittsburg, I will say that Mr. Peirce hag 
a perfect right to use the office for that: 
purpose. 

“It is true Contractor Peirce did ask for 
an extension of time in which to complete the 
pbuilding. In fact, he asked an extension 
on two occasions. They were denied, and 
further requests of this character will be 
denied. He based his requests on the ground 
that the work had been delayed by the strike, 
claiming it was only just to him to grant an 
extension. Contractor Peirce is under heavy 
penalties to finish the building at a certain 
time. Architect Cobb reports excetient 
progress is being made, considering the de+ 
lay incident to the strike. The time allowed 
for the completion of the building has not 
yet expired, and until it does there is noth- 
ing for the government to do but to remind 
the contractor that the work is not being 
done as rapidly as the contract calls for.” 

Mr. Peirce and his assistant, George F. 
Bodwell, are in New York, where they have 
remained the greater portion of the time 
since the federal building here was begun,

without delay. On going over the Con- 
gressional program the Cuban leaders are 
understood to have been smart enough to read 
between the lines. 

If they declined to accept the conditions im- 
posed the Cubans felt they would be'in a po- 
sition of entire helplessness. They foresaw 
that the United States would not coddle them 
nor overpersuade them to accept. On the‘ 
contrary, the shrewdest Cuban leaders have 
come to the conclusion that if they refuse to 
accept the conditions offered, Congress will 
interpret this at once as a refusal to accept 
independence. The offer to Cuba and the re- 
fusal by the Cubans would be considered asa 
fulfillment of the Teller pledge, and the way 
to immediate annexation would be opened at 
once. 

This view has obtained such currency among 
the leading Cubans they have furnished Gov- 
ernor, General Wood with confidential in- 
formation to the effect that after a decent 
period for the usual grand stand Plays they 
will accept the Congressional conditions from 
first to last. In fact, the document is said to 
have. been put in irreproachable Spanish al- 
ready. 

The patriots are anxious to embark on the 
governing business at once, and some of them 
want to get things started before next De- 
cember, being fearful that Congress may 
impose new conditions. The result is that the 
Cuban constitutional convention is expected 
within a few days to write into the organic 
law of the new republic the resolutions of 
Congress, almost in so many words. Then 
the election will be held, the Cuban govern- 
ment will be recognized by President Mc- 
Kinley, and a new nation will spring into life 
before another year rolls around. It would 
not be surprising if the first step, the accept- 
ance of American conditions, should be made 
within a week or ten days.

Manchuria 
usually is classed as a dependency and not a 
part of the compact, central territory known 
as the eighteen provinces,.or China proper. 

The single treaty port through which for- 
eign commerce enters Manchuria Is the port 
of New Chwang. Its total imports “ from 
foreign countries and Hongkong” in 180), 
the latest date for which figures are availa- 
ble. were valued in the official returns at 
5.279.185 Haikwan taels, and its imports of 
foreign goods, brought from other Chinese 
ports, 16,566,413 Haikwan taels, making the 
total value of foreign goods received during 
the year 21,845,508 Haikwan taels, or $15,- 
974,300, the value of the Haikwan tael being 
officially given at the date of the issuance 
of the report in question at 73 cents, Ameri- 
can gold, at the average sight exchange on 
New York.

GERMANS TAKE WALL GATE.

LONDON, March 11.—The Daily Mail's cor- 
respondent at Yokohoma represents the Jap- 
anese government as regarding Russia's ac- 
tion. in -Manchuria as serfous. He declares 
it is significant that orders have been given 
the Japanese navy, including the new Eng- 
lish-Dbuilt battleship Hatsuse, to hasten east- 
ward. The correspondent, however, asserts 
that Japan is in no position to do anything 
beyond making an emphatic protest single- 
handed, and that there is no prospect of a 
coalition between herself and any other 
_ power. 
Russia Resents Criticism. 


According to the Mail’s St. Petersburg 
correspondent Russia is getting irritable 
over the foreign, especially the British, 
press insinuation of bad faith on her part. 
He says that some of Russia's recent diplo- 
matic remarks verged on brusqueness. He 
adds that Russia does not aim at the annex- 
ation of Manchuria, because the expense of 
administration would be too great. She sees 
no reason to fear the action of the other 
powers, but foresees the quiet achievement 
of her policy. 

Americans Hold for Moderation. 

The Pekin correspondent of the Morning 
Post says that the international commission 
decided to execute Boxers convicted of parti- 
cipation in outrages. General Chaffee, how- 
ever, although he accepted the commission's 
ruling, refused to allow the decapitation of 
certain noted chiefs, who were condemned 
by. Chinese Judges for many murders. The 
Americans, he adds, are the only foreigners 
who have not executed anybody in Pekin, 
although they have arrested many criminals. 


Thinks More Than Plea Needed. 

Commenting editorially upon thé attitude 
of the United States government toward the 
Manchurian convention, the ‘limes says: 
fas Apparently the Washington government 
relies upon the moving force of its exhorta- 
tions to induce Russia to abandon the con- 
vention or China to refuse to sign it. The 
reed seems desperately broken.”’ 


Sees Waning British Power. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Times, 
who sends a long account of the waning of 
British influence in the Yangtse Valley, says: 

‘Five years ago British interests and in- 
fluence were predominant and unchallenged, 
but today, not only is the Yangtse not a 
British sphere in the sense in which Man- 
churla is Russian and Shan Tung German, 
but it is steadily growing less English and 
more international. 

* “The whole country fs overrum with Ger- 
man, French, Belgians, and Swiss engineers 
and traders, who are exploring its mineral 
wealth and commercial resources, while two 
German lines are briskly competing with 
their shipping on the river, formerly a Brit- 
ish monopoly.” | 

Li Plays to Russia’s Hand. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

PEKIN, March 10.—Li Hung Chang has 
had a lone hand in the negotiation of the 
treaty with Russia regarding Manchuria. 
He admits that it will be hard for China 
to accept two of the articles of the conven- 
tion, referring to those providing for a Rus- 
sian military occupation of the prov- 
ince and the cession of all mining rights. 
Earl Ld is secretive gven with his closest 
friends regarding the text of the treaty. He 
is charged with showing dangerous par- 
tlality for Russia. The acquiescence of 
China is regarded as a foregone conclusion. 
The Ministers share in the gloom of the situa- 
tion and are preparing for long occupation 
of Manchuria by Russia. 


Boxers Gathering in Pekin. . 

General Van Guyle, President of the Inter- 
national commission administering the af- 
fairs of Pekin, recently learned from cer- 
tain Chinese that many Boxer leaders had 
returned to the capital. He favors a plan 
to employ rellable Chinese as spies, with 
permits to make arrests. He wrote to the 
commanders of the various contingents, 
stating that he would issue such permits. 
"General Gaselee, the British commander, 
and General Chaffee replied, objecting to 
this, they holding that it would open the 
door for blackmail. The Italian commander 
consented. It is certain that thousands of 
Boxers are now in the city, but it would be 
a hard task to determine which of them 
were active participants in the massacres 
and plundering and to pick out the officials 
who countenanced the Boxer movement. 
Unless further lists are secured from the 
Boxer headquarters it is generally conceded 
that it will be almost impossible to arrest 
the actual leaders. 


Restore Honors to Dead Officials. 

Some days ago an edict was issued under 
foreign pressure restoring their honors to 
Hsu Ching Chong, Yuen Chang, Hsu Yung 
Yii, Lien Yung, and Li San; who were be- 
headed here in July andAugust.- The first 
three were Chinese, the next a Manchua, and 
the last a Mongol. The first four were capa- 
bie, progressive Ministers of the Tsung-li- 
Yamen. The edict callously states that they 
suffered death because of their “* blowing hot 
and cold.”” It is understood that they were 
the only men at a full meeting of high of- 
ficlals last June who denounced the 
Boxers and their attacking of the lega- 
tions. It is said that the Ministers will de- 
mand that a better edict be issued justly hon- 
oring these men. Even Russia is indignant 
over the wording of the edict. This is proba- 
bly due to the fact that Hsu Ching Chong was 
a director of the Russian bank and*of the 
Manchurian railway and was paid a salary by 
Russia. 

Li Said to Be Again Ill. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

PEKIN, March 10.—Li Hung Chang is 
again seriously ill, and his physician says 
his life hangs by a thread. 

The foreign envoys will not hold a general 
meeting until Tuesday, owing to the absence 
of M. Pinchon, the French Minister, at Pao 
Ting Fu.

Sefior Gualberto Gomez says in La Patria: 

‘* Let us, the champions of our country’s 
independence and sovereignty, preserve the 
calm, dignified attitude we have assumed. 
Do not let us lose our calm judgment. Let 
us maintain our energetic resolution to be 
free, but let us avold furnishing the slightest 
pretext for the unhealthy imperialism which 
is corrupting the blood of a gemerous people 
and inclining them to trample upon our 
rights. 

** Let us still have faith in the justice of our 
cause and in the honor of the country which 
produced Washington, Jefferson, and Lin- 
coln.”’ 

At street corners tn various public places 
placards have been posted which read thus: 

‘To the People of the United States: Do not 
make any promises that you are not sure to 
keep, and never go back on the word you have 
given. GEORGE WASHINGTON.” 

Thus far the radical mebers of the con- 
vention remain firm in their determination 
not to accept the Platt amendment. 


LET BULL FIGHT GO UNCHECKED 


Crowds of People at Nice See Spectacle 
with All Its Most Cruel Ac- 


companiments.

NICE, March 10.—Ever Since the bull ring 
opened here a few weeks ago the people 
have been longing for an exhibition more ex- 
citing than tis allowed by the government 
regulations.

Finally Robert, after 
a dramatic appeal to the crowd, which yelled 
crazily for the blood of the bulls, stabbed a 
beast while the nobler animals looked on, 
holding their breath and gloating in silence 
until the creature fell.

JAMAICA’S NOTICE TO ECUADOR. 


Reported Coercion of Laborers on Rail- 
way Work Out of Quito Provokes 
Pointed Warning.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, March 10.—The gov- 
ernment ef Jamaica, acting on behalf of the 
British government, has sent a strong pro- 
test to the President of Ecuador against the 
employment of soldiers to compel thousands 
of laborers from Jamaica to work under the 
McDonald syndicate in the construction of 
the railroad from Guayaquil to Quito.

MAYOR AND TELEPHONE RATES. 

Although there is no likelihood that the 
Srdinance which the Council Committee on

Owing to his advocacy, the Illinois telephone

years have elapsed, with nothing to show 
mnder this grant except a certain number 
of rods of subways leading out from the 
Basement of Aldéerthan Powers’ saloon. 
Everybody knew at the time that it would 
be & colossal mistake to have two inde- 
pendent telephone systems in this city, and 


S that sonte effective provision for public regu- 


lation of service atid rates was the only 
practicable method, under private owner- 
snip, for protecting users. Happily the 
Mayor appears now to have arrived almost 
if not entirely at the same conclusions. 

“i #igned the Illinois telephone or- 
dinance,” he says, “ because I knew no other 


“way” to escape the prices of the existing 


company. Then he adds, as if now aware 
of a better way: “If the city had control 
over the price of telephones | think there 
might be amonopoly. . . . Every citizen 
Who takes up a ‘phone receiver ought t- ~ 
able to call up any renter of a telep! u 
This would be impossible if there were tw 
Or three companies in the field. A man 
would have to have two or three telephones 
order to do business.” 

The perplexing fact is; however, that the 
hew ordinance, which the Mayor sign 
contained practically the same clause on 
the subject of public regulation which the 
franchise of the existing company contains. 
The ole Was apparently copied from the 
other. 

If the Mayor bas changed his mind con- 
cerning the comparative merits of public 
feguiation as against ilmsive, not to say 
sandbegging, competition for protecting tele- 
phone users, the fact is creditable at least 
to his openness to conviction. If he held the 
game opinions when he signed that ordinance 
as be does now, why did he not insist upon 
an adequate provision therein giving the 


Or if, finally, he holds the clause on the 
Subject in that ordinance to be adequate, 
why then does he not, under the similar 


questions about a subject of great and gen- 
eral practical importance. 


ENLARGING FOREIGN MARKETS. 

The failure of the Senate to ratify the 
reciprocity treaties negotiated with so much 
pains under the direction of President Mc- 
Kinley has not changed his opinion as to 
their value. He said in his inaugural ad- 
dress last Monday: 

Our diversified productions are increasing in such 
unprecedented volume as to admonish us of the 
necessity of still further enlarging our foreign 
markets by broader eOmmercial relations. For 
this purpose reciprocal trade arrangements with 
other nations should in liberal spirit be carefully 
cultivated and promoted. 

Nothing can be more true. The ability of 
the United States to produce has increased 


s0 much more rapidly than has its ability to: 


consume, so far as certain manufacturing 
industries are concerned, that the home 
market, large as it is, no longer. suffices. 
There must be a foreign market for surplus 
products or the industries which produce 
them will be crippled. Manufacturing will 
have to be carried on upon a smaller scale. 
Thére will not be need of so many workmen. 

The men who for selfish reasons insist 
that no tariff duty, no matter how unreason- 
ably high it is, shall be reduced for the pur- 
pose of enlarging foreign markets say that 
American products are able to take care of 
themselves, They say that even if all the 
nations of continental Europe were to form 
a tariff league against the United States 
this country would not be harmed, “ Buro- 
peans cannot get along without our prod- 
ucts,” say these anti-reciprocity’ people, 
“and will have to buy them, tariff league or 
no tariff league.” 

There are some American products which 
the manufacturing nations of Europe can- 
hot get along without. Cotton is one of 
them. There are other products which Eu- 
ropeans can get along without, although 
they can buy them for less than it costs them 
to make similar goods athome. The woolen 
goods bought by the people of this country 
cost more than similar goods made abroad 
would cost if they were admitted duty free. 
Other countries than this can enact exces- 
sively protective tariffs and can restrict 
thereby the consumption by their citizens of 
American foodstuffs and manufactures. 
The recent action of Russia. shows what one 
European government can do to make some 
American manufacturers uncomfortable. 


The growth of the mannfacturing interests 


of the United States has engendered a 
spirit of commercial jealousy and hostility 
in Europe which may affect seriously many 
merican industries if the rigor of some 
the schedules of the American tariff is 
not abated. 

John A. Kasson said recently: “ Pro- 
tection for the vastly increasing exports of 
our surplus has become a part of the pro- 
tection of the home market. Indeed, it adds 
protection to that market, for failure to 
provide markets abroad means flooded and 
failing. markets at home, with consequent 
commercial and financial disaster.” New 
conditions eall for new policies. 


 EMPLOYES AS STOCKHOLDERS, 

One of the most interesting developments 
in the industrial world is the policy recent- 
ly adopted by many large corporations of 
allowing and even. inviting their employés 
to become purchasers of their stock. It 
has been claimed by the defenders of the 
“trusts " that the formation of great stock 
companies gave hundreds of people an op- 
portunity to become part proprietors of the 
business in which they labored, while so 
long as it remained a partuership or a close 
corporation they had no chance to invest 
their earnings in its stock. In carrying 
out this idea the Illinois Central compény 
and other railroad companies have for some 
time been selling their stock to employés, 
so that at present there are hundreds of 
railroad men who have a proprietary tu 
terest in the companies for which they work. 
One result of this policy is said to be that 
these small stockholders take a keener per- 
sonal interest in the welfare and prosperi- 
ty of the property as it directly affects their 
dividends. 

Now the so-called industrial companies 
are beginning to invite their employés to 
invest in their stocks. One of them has sent 
a circular to all its employés, from the gen- 
eral manager to the day laborérs, giving 
the details of a plan by which they may buy 
‘stock in the company, paying for it in month- 
ly installments. How far the employés 
will take advantage of this offer remains 
ta be seen. At aay rate it shows a desire 
on the part of the managers of the company 
to give the plan a fair trial. 

The employés of great manufacturing com- 
panies will be more ready to accept an offer 
of this kind when the selling value of the 
stock of “ industrials "’ does not go up and 
down so rapidly as at present and when 
there is more certainty as to the size and 
permanency of dividends.

‘The situation is a perplexing one so 
far as the miners are concerned. They dis- 
like to see their organization ignored, but 
they are well awate of the dangers of a re- 
newal of hostilities with the mine owners. 


BAD DEMOCRATIC NOMINATIONS. 

The results of the Democratic Aldermanic 
primaries held Saturday are not made less 
offensive and alarming by the amazing 
etntement in a contemporary that “ the can- 
didates nominated .. . are, with but 
few exceptions, selected from the best and 
miost useful class of citizens,” and that 
“most of ” them could be safely trusted “ to 
deal with the traction grants and other 
most important interests.” Nor will any 
self-respecting Democrats be deceived: by 
any such complacent, not to say misleading, 
statement. They will instead feel only less 
chagrin than apprehension at the list of 
candidates named. | 

In a certain number of wards, chiefly those 
where the Republicans are sure to elect 
their candidates, decent Democrats have 
been nominated. The list from naturally 
Democratic wards, howéver, is chiéfly made 
np of men who are under the ban of the 
Municipal Voters’ league. There are nearly 
a half-score of such nominees, and appar- 
ently that ban will be extended to still 
others. 

In some of the conventions respectable 
candidates who thé league had indorsed 
and was hopeful of seeing chosen were 
beaten, in violation of the obvious verdict 
of the primaries, and in other instances 
wholly unexpected “ gray wolves ” won the 
nomination, 

That independent candidacies are threat- 
ened in a number of cases is the most credit- 
able and hopeful feature of the situation. It 
may be possible thus to secure trustworthy 
Aldermen in one or two wards where neither 
of the regular parties has made creditable 
nominations, 

GOOD ROADS TRAIN. . 

An arrangement has been made by the 
National Good Roads association with the 
Illinois Central railroad company under 
which a special good roads train, consisting 
of half a dozen flat-bottom cars and one 
commissary car, will leave Chicago early in 
April for a seven-weeks’ road-building trip 
south. The train will carry government 
engineers, roadmaking machines from vari- 
ous, firms, expert operators, and representa- 
tives of the National Good Roads associa- 

The plan is to build at fifteen or twenty 
focal points between here and New Orleans 
mile sections of.country. road of dirt, gravel, 
or macadam construction and costing about 
$500, $1,500, and $3,000 respectively per 
mile to serve as illustrations to legislators, 
farmers, aud railroad mén of what can and 
should be done with available materials 
toward improved roads. The services of 
machines, Operators, and engineers will be 
gratis, but each community willbe expected 
to furnish other labor, as well as teams and 
materials. 

Since the aim of the enterprise is entirely 
educational, a convention will be held at 
each point as the work is drawing to a 
close, and at this gathering the popular en- 
thusiasm and attendance which have al- 
ready characterized this movement for good 
roads elsewhere are expected to be repeated. 
Special emphasis will be laid at these meet- 
ings upon the matter of draining roads, lit- 
erature on the general subject will be dis- 
tributed, and a permanent organization, if 
not already in existence, will be effected to 
continue the work of highway improvement 
thus begun. | 

Several other railroad companies have, 
since this plan was disclosed, made over- 
tures to the National Good Roads associa- 
tion with reference to similar work tlong 
their routes, and the League of American 
Wheelmen is reported to be planning to 
send out such a train early in the summer. 

There is something almost romantic about 
this movement for increasing the means of 
communication, promoting the economic in- 
terests, and facilitating the social life of 
country districts. The Illinois Central road 
is only less to be commended than the Na- 
tional Good Roads association for the new 
project. 


NATIONAL BUREAU OF STANDARDS. 

The President has appointed Professor 
Samuel W. Stratton of the University of 
Chicago to be the head of the new National 
Bureau of Standards created by Congress 
in the closing hours of the last session. The 
importance of this bureau to the science, 
industry, and commerce of the United 
States can scarcely be overestimated... It 
is a much-needed enlargement of the former 
office of weights and measures under the 
Treasury department, and the suggestion 
of its creation as a separate bureau is 
credited to Secretary Gage. 

Professor Stratton will have charge of a 
special building in Washington, with a corps 
of fourteen assistants. His work wil] be 
that of standardizing all instruments of pre- 
cision and all weights and measures used in 
the United States. The good effects of the 
new bureau will reach every branch of 
scientific industry. Recent inventions and 
discoveries have led to countless new instru- 
ments of meastirement, and the lack of wni- 
form standards has caused much confusion 
and: financial loss. There are barometers, 
thermometers, pressure gauges, polari- 
scopes, steam indicators, instruments of 
measuring electric currents, others for 
chemical measurements, and a thousand 
other kinds of measuring apparatus. 

For want of authoritative standards in 
this country it has been necessary for manu- 
facturers and for the goverriment itself to 
send many delicate instruments to Germany 
to be tested and made accurate. This was 
not only expensive and somewhat humiliat- 
ing, but it was a serious handicap to busi- 
ness. American instruments were in more 
or less disfavor abroad, because it was said 
their exactness could not be depended upon, 
Germany's standardizing bureau has un- 
doubtedly been one of the chief causes of 
the remarkable progress in manufacturing 
of that country. England and France have 
euch bureaus, and it was high time the 
United States was attending to the matter 
it it wished to keep pace with modern 
science. 

Henceforth all government departments, 
State institutions, and manufacturing con- 
cerns can go to the National Bureau of 
Standards at Washington for authentic 


of securing a definite standard for measur- 
ing the current contracted for in eléétric ate 
lights is likely to save the cities of the United 
States as much ap the cost of, the whole 
bureau. The vital importance of accurate 
chemical tests in the manufacture of steel 
has long made government standards neces- 
sary. The value of the bureau's work will 
be felt wherever the quality and value of 
substances are fixed by chemical and phys- 
ical tests, and this includes the greater part 
of the whole field of scientific investigation, 
industry, and commerce, “We shall no 
longer have to go. to Europe for authentic 
standards. The new bureau will do much 
to foster the scientific growth on which our 
national prosperity increasingly depends,

curtain and make a speech. Whereupon he 
came forward and, in the voice of Jerome 
Sykes, quoth:. 

‘as he appeared before the large and 
distinguished audience, it was evident, even 
to the casual observer, that the eminent 
sleuthhound was somewhat embarrassed; 


however, the master mind proceeded to thank 


the audience on behalf of his neither humble 
nor inferior associates. So saying, a bland 

* gmile revealed the coquettish and roguish 
dimples of F. Quiller.’’ 

When that same speech was given on the 
New York first night, a writer who did not 

. like Mr. Smith’s book complimented Mr. 
Skyes upon his witty curtain impromptu. 
The librettist at once wrote to the reviewer, 
saying he at least was glad the ‘“im- 
promptu’”’ he wrote for the comedian was 
appreciated... 

As a matter of fact, the book has enough 
humor to be able to spare the speech. Like 
the music, it possesses no wonder working 
quality, but, like the music again, it is for 
the most part bright, vivacious and enter- 
taining. “‘ Foxy Quiller”’ is a Smith-De 
Koven comic opera, with all the marks, in- 
cluding a vendetta, brigands, and an anvil 
chorus. But none of them does it harm, and 
as novelty is not supposed to be a comic opera 
ingredient they unitedly serve a diverting 
end. 

For the purpose of introducing Mr. Sykes 
as a comic opera star, the piece meets every 
demand. It might be thought that the Foxy 
Quiller‘of Highwayman’” would be 
apt to be monotonous when padded out to 

carry anentire opera. He might be if he had 

the stage the whole time, but he is allowed 

~ §ntervals of respite from the limelight. The 
opera is not a one-part affair. Against the 
big, unctuous Jerome is balanced the diminu- 
tive and clever Adolph Zink, best of the Lili- 
putians. Both are génuine comedians, and if 
Zink cannot ging like the tall creator of 
F. Quiller he can dance as if springs were in 
his feet. It is his facial expression, however, 
that aids him most as a maker of laughs. 

Julius Steger and Helen Bertram share 
the vendetta duet,. one of the most tuneful 
6f the opera. Miss Bertram last night was 
troubled by hoarseness, which probably ac- 
counted for the indistinctness of much of 
her utterance. Her high notes, however, 
were true and clear. .W. G. Stewart, for- 
merly of the Castle Square Opera company, 
is allotted a rousing sailor song and a blithe 
spinning wheel duet, his companion for the 
latter being Miss Grace Cameron. 

Mr. Sykes himself has been given the pret- 
tiest musical number of the piece, a peddler’s 
song of pleasing time and rhythm.

ae de Fontenoy Letter. 


Copyright, 1901, by the Marquise de Fontenoy, 


ENERAL SIR ARTHUR ELLIS, 
whose wife, a daughter of Lord Taun- 
ton, was a Miss Labouchere and a first 
cousin of Henry Labouchere, M. P., 
has been selected by King Edward to 

succeed old Sir Spencer Ponsonby Fane in the 
office of what is known as Controller of Ac- 
counts in the Lord Chamberlain’s depart- 
ment. 

The title is misleading. For the office is 
virtualiy that of permanent chief of the Lord 
Chamberlain’s department. The Lord Cham- 


upon the Controller that depends the major 
portion of the work and, above all, its con- 
tinuity. 

The importance of this will be appreciated 
when it is borne in mind that it is with the 
Lord Chamberlain's department that rests 
the responsibility of investigating the ante- 
cedents of people wishing to be presented at 
court and of keeping track of the doings of 
those who have already been presented, so 
that in the event of their becoming involved 
in any public or private scandal, or even con- 
ducting themselves so as to give rise to talk 
of a questionable character, they may be 
temporarily or permanently barred from 
court. In one word, the Lord Chamberlain's 
department is the species of Cerberus that 
guards the portals of King Edward's court 
and which is the cénsor of the morals and 
of the conduct of all those who either belong 
thereto or have aspirations in that direction. 

Of course it needs a man possessed of the 
most unique knowledge of English and for- 
eign soviety for the office of permanent chief 
of this department, and it must be confessed 
that in this respect General Sir Arthur Ellis 
is exceptionally fitted for the post. Sir Ar- 
thur, who is about 64 years old, saw active 
service in the Crimean war, was afterwards 
A. D. C, to Lord Elphinstone when Governor 
of Bombay, and then joined the household of 
the late Duchess of Cambridge as equerry, 
from which he was transferred to that of 
King Edward in 1867. He remained with 
King Edward as equerry for thirty-one years, 
£nd only retired from the active duties as 
such, which are of a most exhausting charac- 
ter, about two’years ago to become Sergeant- 
at-Arms in the House of Lords, a post which 
carries with it a salary of $5,000 a year, an 
official residence, and light work, an office 
which he now surrenders to Sir Fleetwood 
Edwards, hitherto Privy Purse to Queen Vic- 
toria, 


During the three decades that Sir Arthur 
was with the then Prince of Wales as 
Equerry, he may be said to have been'the 
member of the royal household who kept 
in closest touch with society at home and 
abroad and who more than any one else 


sip and scandal of the day. Possessed of 
a perfect knowledge of French, and es- 
pecially of German, there is no one at the 
English court who is more intimately ac- 
quainted with everything that has taken 
place during the last quarter of a century at 
the courts and in the society of Vienna, 
Berlin, and St. Petersburg, and being more- 
over blessed with a singularly retentive 
memory, Sir Arthur will doubtless be in a 
position to exercise greater care than his 
predecessor in the admission of foreigners 
to court. For occasionally foreigners have 
managed to secure presentation at the Court 
of St, James who were received neither by 
the court nor by the best society of their own 
country. 

Sir Arthur may be relied to put an end 
to all this, and I cannot help thinking that 
King Edward had this in view in selecting 
him for the Controllership. For he has often 
manifested his indignation at the singular 
ignorance displayed until now by the Lord 
Chamberlain's department with regard to 
foreign matters, while he has time and again 
spoken with warm appreciation of the 
extraordinary knowledge possessed by Sir 
Arthur of continental court life and society, 
with which he himself—that is, the King— 
is acquainted to a degree that amazes for- 
elgners. 

Sir Arthur’s office as Controller carries 
with it a salary of $6,000 a year, and an ex- 
ceptionally comfortable furmished official 
residence in St. James’ Palace. 


Colonel Sir Fleetwood Edwards, who suc- 
ceeds Sir Arthur as Sergeant-at-Arms in the 
House of Lords, as a compensation for being 
compelled to surrender his position as Privy 
Purse to the sovereign to General Sir Digh- 
ton Probyn, V. C., is a devout and profoundly 
religious man, almost puritanical in his 
ideas, and while he was quite in his place as 
Privy Purse to Queen Victoria, he would 
obviously have constituted an incongruous 
element in the household.of King Edward. 
He is almost the only instance of a man 
rising high at the Court of England without 
having birth and family influence in his 
favor. 

King Edward has decided to make no 
change in the composition of the “ royal or- 
chestra,’’ as the private band of the sover- 
eign is styled. It is an institution which has 
been in existence for more than four cen- 
turies, and its work consists of playing dur- 
ing and after the dinner of the royal family 
and giving occasional concerts. The chief, 
Sir ‘Walter Parrett, bears the ancient title 
of ‘‘ Master of the Musick,’’ and there are 
thirty-four instrumentalists. When playing 
before royalty the members are attired in 
blue velvet coats and knee breeches, with 
white ties and white waistcoat, and black 


silk stockings.
